Governor Some Time Ago

The mystery of the state’s financial 
future, due to Governor Talmadge’s 
operation without an appropriation 
bill, became deeper yesterday when it 
was learned that automobile license 
tag fees, ordinarily paid into the treas- 
ury as they are collected, are being 
held, temporarily, at least, by the state 
revenue commission, which collects 
them. 

Admitting that the former practice 
of making immediate payments to 
the treasury had been abandoned, 
Chairman Paul H. Doyal, of the reve- 
nue commission, said thit the new 
system was adopted solely for book- 
keeping purposes. However, it was 
understood that the system was not 
launched until two or three days aft- 
er Jaauary 1 and that about $18,000 
of the a, proximately $110,000 already 
collected for license tags was placed 
in the treasury. The balance, ap- 
proximately $94,000, is being held by 
the eommission. 

State Treasurer George B. Hamilton 
a. .d that the revenue commission was 
following the law in its handling of 
the tag sale income. “"* — 

Law Is Cited. 

“The law does not require the com- 
anission to turn its collections into the 
treasury until 30 days after date of 
the collections,” the state -treasurer 
said. 

Mr. Hamilton concurred in the 
statement of the revenue commission 
head that in previous years the money 
was deposited with the treasury as 
soon as it was collected.

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DEFENDANT SLAYS 
LAWYER IN COURT 


Man Loses Case, Kills At- 
torney, Turns Fire on 
Judge After Verdict. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 13.—P)—A few 
hours after he shot and killed an at- 
torney during a circuit court hearing. 
and then attempted to assassinate the 
judge, John W. Keogh, elderly well-to- 
do realty owner, was declared insane 
tonight by Dr. Franeis J. Gerty. 

The psychiatrist found that Keogh, 
member of an -aristocratin Chicago 
family, was suffering from senility 
and a paranoic condition. 

Locked in # cell, Keogh exhibited no 


-japparent remorse for his wild out- 


burst of shooting which was touched 
off by an adverse ruling of the court. 
tea glad I did it,” Keogh asserted, 
in re why he had slain Attor- 
ney Christopher G. Kinney and fired 
three bullets that missed Judge John 
Prystalski by inches: “I hope this will 
promote enough ballyhoo to prove my 
point—that there have been no legal 
tax receiverships or foreclosures in 
Cook county since 1910. I did it as a 
soldier, not as a murderer.” 

Keogh’s rampage turned the circuit 
courtroom into a bedlam of shouting, 
pushing, fighting humanity. Judge 
Prystalski ruled against him in a mort- 
gage lawsuit. Keogh drew a pistol. He 
fired a bullet into the heart of Kin- 
ney, 54-year-old lawyer who repre- 
sented an insurance firm that had 
obtained a judgment against him. 

Fired on Judge. 

; Keogh turned the weapon on the 
judge. The first bullet struck the 
bench, three inches below the target 
as the jurist dropped to the floor. The 
second pierced the chair Prystalski 
had just vacated. The third thudded 
against the bench. 

Judge Prystalski crawled to his 
chambers on hands and knees. Most of 
the 35 persons in the courtroom scram- 
bled for safety. Attorneys S. E. Ban- 
sinski and Jacob Legion Tenny and 
Deputy Sheriff John Ryan grappled 
with Keogh. They wrested the pistol 
from him. A ring on Tenny’s finger 
opened a long gash on Keogh’s cheek 
as he struck him. 

From a cell where he awaited an 
examination by Dr. Francis J. ‘Gerty, 
of the psychopathic hospital, Keogh, 
59-year-old former owner of extensive 
real estate, readily discussed his mo- 
tives. 

“Every jadge and officeholder in the 

crook,” he declared. “Some- 
thing drastic had to be done to awaken 
the people. I intended to shoot the 
judge, but I was excited. I liked Kin-

A dozen city firemen narrowly 
escaped death last night when a wall 
collapsed in a spectacular fire which

Follows Court’s Dismissal of Case 


AAA Officials, Some Privately Skeptical of Effectiveness 
of Bankhead Statute, Will Proceed With 
Its Administration.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(7)—? 
Retention of the Fankhead cotton 
control act on the statute books 
through supreme court dismissal of 
the Lee Moor case tonight brought 
speculation of the effect on the 1936 
cotton crop, 

Senator Bankhead, democrat, Ala- 
bama, declared that “administration of 
the Bankhead act has the power to 
save a perilous crop situation for this 
year.” He added: 

“The number of acres planted to 
cotton, plus the weather, very largely 
controls the size of the crop. Cot- 
ton planting will begin soon. 

“With the Bankhead act still in 
effect, it is hoped that 4 price-de- 
stroying acreage will not be planted 
in view of the possibility of the tax 
being applied on cotton in excess of 
allotments that may be made.” 

AAA officials said they would pro- 
ceed with administration of the act, 
but some were privately skeptical of 
its effectiveness in holding down the 
size of the crop, in view of AAA’s 
invalidation. 

Under the law, the secretary of ag- 
riculture will establish a national 


tax-exempt allotment for 1936 cotton 
sales. Individual quotas will be estab- 
lished from this allotment. 


A tax of half the market value of 
the cotton is placed by the law on 
cotton ginned and sold in excess of 
the individual allotments. 

Some concern was expressed at. the 
AAA over the source of funds neces- 
sary for enforcement of the law. Ad- 
ministrative funds of the AAA have 
been halted by a Treasury Depart- 
ment ruling. 

In the last two years, the national 
Bankhead law allotment has corre- 
sponded roughly with the number of 
bales expected to be produced after 
retirement of acreage under ‘the in- 
validated AAA adjustment contracts. 

The AAA had planned a reduction 
of 30 to 45 per cent in 1936 cot- 
ton acreage, with an estimated crop 
of 11,000,000 to 12,000,000 bales. 
After the AAA decision, Secretary 
Wallace said a 16,000,000-bale crop 
would not be improbable without re- 
striction of acreage. 

If a smaller Bankhead allotment 
were fixed, one official said, and no 
arrangements made to obtain curtail- 


ment of the crop. the government 
might be faced with the problem of 
halting cotton bootlegging.

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PROBE UNCOVERS 
NEW DEATH CLUES 


Murder Leads Reported 
in Mrs. Miller Case by 
Detective A. D. Poole. 


Results of the inquest condneted 


served only to add new mystery to the 
death of Mra. Pearl Miller, of Chica- 
go, whose lifeless body was found last 
Thursday in her parked car, 10 days 
after she had disappeared from the ho- 
tel at which she had registered. 

Mrs. Miller died of urfknown causes, 
the coroner reported, with a possibili- 
ty that death may have been caused 
by carbon monoxide gas. A chemical 
analysis revealed that the blood was 
saturated with 15 per cent of catbon 
monoxide gas. Dr. Jack Norris testi- 
fied that the original ‘amount of arn 
in the blood might have been as high 
as 45 per cent. 

Carbon monoxide in the blood to the 
extent of 60 per cent is required to 
cause death in normal persons, Coro- 
ner Donehoo reported. He said, how- 
ever, that due to Mrs. Miller’s weak- 
ened condition following her illness in 
Florida, the carbon monoxide gas 


combined with freezing temperatures 
might have combined to cause death. 


“Not Satisfied With Proof.” 

“Howerer,” he said, “I am not sat- 
isfied with the results that have been 
achieved. Everyone connected with 
the case has done everything possible 
to reveal the cause of death, but 
enough evidence has not been secured 
to D waa conclusively why Mrs. Miller 
died. will give any further assist- 
ance to investigating authorities that 
may be asked.” 

Detective Poole uncovered several 
startling angles in the case in an in- 
vestigation’ conducted late Sunday 
night and yesterday. 

The first of these was the fact that 
the car motor not have been 
carne at the tinte of Mrs. Miller's 
eath. 

“The car was in gear when we at- 
tempted to push it out of the garage, 
where we had found it with Mrs. 
Miller’s body,” he said. “It was in 
low gear and after releasing the emer- 
gency brake I had to take it out of 
gear before we conld move it.” 

Another bit of evidence uncovered 
by Poole, and not revealed before, was 
that the heater in the 
operate from the exhaust pipe, but 
was connecte@ to the water system of 
the car. The heater, in other words, 
could not have filled the machine with 
gas fumes. 

Believes Woman Choked. 

Poole expressed the opinion last 
night that Mrs. Miller may have been 
the victim of a killer, who choked her 
to death. . 

Her body, he said, had been marked 
by her slippers, garters and other 
wearing apparel. Where clothing fit- 
ted closely, he said, there were white 
marks on the y. The detective 
said that he had found « half-inch 
white mark completely encircling her 
neck. An examination revealed, he 
said, that thie mark could not have 
been caused by any of the clothing 
she was wearing. 

Poole, in discounting the theory of 
possible death by carbon monoxide 
gas, declared that he had made a 
thorough examination of the car and 
had found that all floor boards were 
firmly - ured to the ‘loor and that 
‘an unusual amount of insulation for 
southern climates, had been applied 
to stop all air leaks. The car had 
been arranged for northern driving, 
he declared.

Had either of these former stormy 
petrels of Cuban politics been elect- 
ed it is certain that factional strife 
would: have flamed anew, but with 
Gomez having not established him- 
self as the candidate of any partic- 
ular party, his selection. will tend 
tu allay friction and discontent. 

A further cause for belief. that 
the island will remain peaceful is 
that it will not be long before 
“zafra,’’ the harvesting and grinding 
of the sugar cane, and that as a 
result the ‘“‘macheteros,”’ who form 
the rank and file of most of the 
uprisings in Cuba, will be busy for 
three or four months cutting cane 
and making enough money to sup- 
ply their simple pleasures. 

Because of his increased pay, the 
“machetero” will this year be able 
to afford things he has had to go 
without during the privation years 
of the past decade—such things as 
a bit of rum, a bright shirt and 
a few remembrances for his lady 
love. That is all that he needs to 
make him happy—and revolution- 
ary movements do not prosper in 
the ranks of happy men. 

So at least until the Gomez ad- 
ministration is establigh din offic: 
there is every promise for peace in 
the island republic—with the United 
States being a chief beneficiary. 

Before our sugar tariff bank- 
rupted Cuba, the people of the 
island bought more than $500,000,- 
000 worth of American goods an- 
nually. Then came the crash and 
these imports dropped to consider- 
ably less than $100,000,000. The 
signing last March of trade agree- 
ments between the United States 
and Cuba has served to rehabilitate 
the trade between the two countries, 
with the incre:sed sales of sugar in 
America being quickly followed by 
mounting purchases of American 
goods, In a recent dispatch it is 
pointed out that the first profits 
from sugar brought American auto- 
mobiles to Cuba by the shipload, 
imports during the first three-quar- 
ters of 1935 exceeding the total of 
any entire year since 1931, and the 
10-month total practically equaled 
the combined totals of 1932 and 


(1933. 


So, economically and politically, 
Cuba seems to be once more on the 
broad highway of peace and pros- 
perity, with no real obstacles in 


sight, and the people of the United | 


States, not only because of the con- 
crete benefits we will receive from 
a happy and prosperous Cuba, but 
because of our continued friendly 
interest in the island republic we 
aided to create, may rejoice that its 
era of turmoil seems to be over.

More U. S. Money for Airports 
Is Urged by Aviation Ofticials 


A resolution urging the federal gov- 
ernment to appropriate moneys for 
airways and airports just as it does 
now for federal highways was adopted 
here yesterday by delegates to the 
southern regional meeting of the Na- 
tional] Association of State Aviation 
Officials, at their final session. 

A nedi for additional airports as a 
means of bringing about private fly- 
ing,-of defending the country in times 
of war and of facilitating airline 
schedules was cited by several speak- 
ers before the body yesterday. 


“There should be an airport in prac- 
tically every town, so flyers can land 
where they are going and not at some 
point 50 miles from their intended 
destination,’” W. G. Stewart, assistant 
director in the aviation division of the 
road department of Florida, told the 
delegates. “When we wanted automo- 
bile travel, we built good roads, and 
until good roads were all over the 
country, automobile travel was small. 
The same applies to airplanes.” 


A network of airports, as a means 
of defense during war, was urged by 
Captain John B. Patrick, instructor 
of non-divisfonal air units for the 
fourth corps area. In the future wars, 
he said, emaller, speedy ships will 
operate off prepared fields back of the 


lines. 
Over Large Areas. 

“Ships should be dispersed over 
large areas with few planes at each 
field,” he said. “The country will be 
surrounded by an interception net to 
warn of the enemy's invasion. Bases 
should from 75 to 100 miles back 
of the net, Units will be assembled 
by radio.” 

That more airports dot the country 
also was urged by George Gardner, of 


Atlanta, superintendent of the western 
division of an airline. He predicted 
ships in the future will be faster and 
larger between key points on scheduled 
‘airlines, and that smaller ships, oper- 
ated by individuals, will bring pas- 
sengers to the large airports from 
surrouding cities. 

Colonel Sumter Smith, liaison offi- 
cer of the epee and airways divi- 
sion of the WPA, said $108,000,000 
had been set aside for development of 
1,400 airports under WPA. The ul- 
timate goal, he said, is 2,100 air- 


ports, 
Floridan Presided. 

Major A. B. McMullen, of Tallahas- 
see, F'la., regional vice president, pre- 
sided at the sessions.

On final hearing, the district court 
did not rule upon the constitutional 
question but denied the injunction 
and dismissed the complaint upon 
the ground that it had not been 
shown that the plaintiff would suf- 
fer irreparable injury for which he 
had no adequate remedy at law. The 
circuit court*of a ts affirmed the 
decree (75 F. (2d) 386) and cer- 
tiorari was «granted. 
ALLEGES ON 
‘VALUE IMPAIRED 

The complaint alleged that the 
plaintiff was the owner of more than 
3,500 acres of land in E] Paso coun- 
ty, Texas; that the encumbrances 
and the taxes and charges assess 
for water were such as to by is 
that he raise and sell annually 2,000 
bales of cotton for at least 10 cents 
a pound net, or lose his land through 
foreclosure proceedings; that his cot- 
ton would have no value tmiless it 
could be transported to cotton mar- 
kets; that the cotton control act im- 
posed a‘tax of 50 pereentum of the 
average central market price per 
pone of lint cotton and in.ne event 
ess than 5 cents per pound; that 
having ginned about 1,000 bales of 
cotton, and being under the financial 
necessity of selling them, which was 
impossible under the statute unless 
he produced bale tags showing that 
tlre cotton was exempt or the tax had 
been paid, he had ‘sought, under 
duress, and had obtained tax exemp- 
tion certificates for 8551-2 bales. 
The entire amount to which he was 
entitled; that he would raise and gin 
a total of about 2,500 bales, each of 
the average weight of 500 pounds, 
during the year 1934 and had al- 
ready ginned 1,833 bales; that he had 
tendered, without the required tags, 
10 bales to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company for shipment to 
New York and 10 bales to the de- 
fendant for shipment to New Or- 
leans, but shipment had been refused 
solely by reason of the absence of the 
tags: that the average central mar- 
ket price of lint cotton was about 12 
cents per pound and, if transported, 
his cotton would be worth about $60 
a bale and the tax would be about 
$30 a bale: that if he was not per- 
mitted to move his cotton in inter- 
state commerce he would suffer dam- 
age to the extent at least of $60,000, 
but that it would be impossible to de- 
termine the amount of damage ac- 
curately; that he had no adequate 
remedy at law and would be required 
to file a large number of suits based 
upon the refasal of the railroad com- 
panies to accept shipments. The com- 
plaint was not verified. 


DEFENDANT MOVES 
TO DISMISS CASE 

On October 25, 1934, the defendant 
moved to dismiss the complaint, in- 
voking the provisions of the act as 
a valid enactment, and on the same 
day the. defendant answered to the 
same effect. 

The case was tried on October 30 
and November 5, 1934. Plaintiff 
made two “trial amendments” which 
somewhat amplified the allegations of 
his complaint. Defendant admitted the 
truth of substantially all the allega- 
tions except those relating to duress 
in connection wifh plaintiff's appli- 
cation for exemption certificates and 
as to the amount of his allotment, 
those as to future ‘shipments, and 
those containing legal conclusions as 
to the invalidity of the act and the 
tax which it imposed. 

The trial court received evidence. 
Plaintiff did not- appear as a witness. 
The manager of his farm testified 
generally as-to its cotton production, 
the market for cotton, and plaintiff's 
inability to sell or move his cotton 
without the Vale tags; that the aver- 
age central market price of cotton 
was about 12 cents a pound, or $60 
a bale of 500 pounds; that plaintiff 
had borrowed $50,000 to finish har- 
vesting his cotton, mortgaging his 855 
bales as security for that loan which 
had been liquidated; and that plain- 
tiff’s financial condition was such 
that it was necessary for him to 
realize on his cotton. Another witness 
testified as to general market con- 
ditions. No testimony was offered for 
the defendant. 

PLAINTIFF’S COMPLAINT 
OF GENERAL CHARACTER 

The allegations of the complaint 
with respect to plaintiff's fi.ancial 

netessities, as a ground for equitable 
intervention, were of the most gen- 
eral character and the evidence in 
that relation was general and meager. 
There were general statements as to 
encumbrances and expenses, without 
any showing of details. Apparently, 
plaintiff had disposed of the 825 
exempt bales and there was no show- 
ing that he could not have obtained 
the money necessary to move the re- 
maining bales. The trial court con- 
cluded that plaintiff had failed to 
make a case for equitable relief and 
should be left to his legal remedy. 

The circuit court of appeals, in 
affirming the decree, rested its de- 
cision upon the established principle 
that a mandatory injunction is not 
granted as a matter of right, but is 
granted or refused in the exercise of 
a sound judicial discretion. Morrison 
vs. Work, 266 U. 8S. 481, 490. 

In this view of the record. and of 
the diseretion which the trial court 
was entitled to exercise, the writ of 
certiorari was improvidently granted 
and it is dismissed. 

It is so ordered.

HIGH COURT ORDERS 
PROCESS TAX RETURN 


Continued From First Page. 


In Boston Federal Judge Brewster 
announced he would approve tomor- 
row an order returning about $7,000,- 
000 in taxes to 70 Massachusetts firms 
whieh had paid the money in escrow. 


Formal petitions for regaining be- 
tween $50,000,000 and $60,000,000 
were contemplated in Chicago by at- 
torneys for large meat packérs while 
in Philadelphia, Federal Judge Kirk- 
patrick deferred action until Thurs- 
day on the return of more than $2,- 
000,000 paid by processors in that 
area.

REFUNDING OF TAXES 
POSTPONED BY MILLS 

OHARLOTTE, N. C., Jan. 13.—(7) 
Cotton textile spinners of the south 
and east, representing 3,500, spin- 
dies, decided at a meeting here today 
it was impracticable for the present 
to make refunds to customers of proc- 
essing taxes paid before the AAA was 
invalidated by the supreme court, but 
announced their intention of doing so 
“as soon as the situation is clarified.” 

Nearly 300 executives of the carded 
and combed yarn industry gathered 
here under the auspices of the Cotton 
Textile Institute, Inc., and, it was an- 
nounced after the executive session, un-

hour working  — eagaae: that prevail- 
ed under the NRA. 

At the same time, spinners were 
advised to take precautions for their 
own protection against possible price 
changes due to federal legislation af- 
feeting their costs. 

Sydney P. Munroe,- assistant to 
President Claudius T. Murchison, of 
the institute, said regarding refunds 
of processing taxes: “It was the 
sense of the meeting that uncertain- 
ties in the existing sifuation made it 
impossible for the spinners at this 
time to grant such refunds, although 
intending to do so as soon as the 
situation is clarified.” 

Sales Protection Outlined. 

On new business, shippers were 
advised to insert the fallowing clause 
in their contracts: “Prices on any 
undelivered portion of this contract 
are subject to increase or decrease by 
the amount that federal legislation 
affects seller's costs.”

Hardships in Wilderness. 
She began to relate events to us as 
we sat around a table in her livin 
room. Outside a gentle breeze rustl 
the leaves of the stately palms, that 
swayed in the starlight. Inside the 
lamplight fell on the silver of her hair. 


family left to come to Brazil and evi- 
dently to this day there rings in her 
ears the words of her Grandfather Mc- 
Gill who stated that he could not 
understand “why two people will take 
a half-grown family to a heathen 
land.” At that time there were only 
three steamers running to South Amer- 
ica, the North America, the South 
America and the Merrimac. Her group 
came on the South America, and one 
month was uired for the mag 

ay they landed in Rio 
de Janeiro, which she described as 
being then “a horrid dirty place.” 
Arriving at their present location they 
proceeded to establish a home in what 
was then a wilderness, Hardships, 
she said, were there for all but espe- 
cially for the women and children. 
Ox carts followed the trail that they 
had used on horseback and brought 
their furniture and other belongings. 
Not only were they in the midst of 
a strange people that spoke an un- 
known tongue but this people was 
afraid of them to such an extent as 
to make any aid from: them impos- 
ble. Only as the years passed have 
the relationships between the groups 
become frge. 

American Colony Founded. 
Lawyers, teachers, doctors, preach- 
ers and others came with the group 
and soon a church and school were 
erected and a regular American com- 
munity lived as a social island in a 
sea of foreigners who were at home. 
The church was a Union church, built 
by the community and supplied by 
three preachers, Methodist, Baptist 
and Presbyterian, who alternated in 
occupying the pulpit. The school was 
excellent and for many years a strong 
faculty directed its work. No doubt 
this school and its methods made a 
large contribution to such excellencies 
as the Brazilian educational system 
posseses today. Many of the group 
that came brought with them sufficient 
capital to establish themselves well 
and their homes that stand today 
would fit well into the countryside 
of our southland. 

Slaves Went Along. 

Some of the slaves that had been 
freed desired to come with their mas- 
ters to this’ country where slavery 
was still in force. Eight came with 
the Hall family from Gainesville, Ga. : 
others came with their masters, and 
today there is a family of negroes 
here that use the name of their mas- 
ter, a man named John Cole. who 
brought them along with his family 
and during all the privations and hard- 
ships they would never leave him. 
While Mrs. Bookwalter was telling 
of the negroes that came out with 
the Americans she stopped to tell of 
a negro that came out several years 
ago to investigate the possibilities of 
bringing a group of negroes here row. 
He stated that he had come from the 
state of Florida as a representative 
of the “concern” interested in negro 
colonization. He spoke no Portuguese 
and the Brazilian negroes refused to 
accept him and du him “luxo,” 
meaning that he was acting and “put- 
ting on style.” Because his colored

_ News Notes

Serve Tongue in Varied and Tempting 
Styles. 


Too often homemaker think of 
tongue as a delicacy to be eaten only 
when difiing at some hotel or restau- 
rant and not as-a meat which has 
numerows possibilities for home use. 
It may be that many women feel that 
tongue is difficult to cook or that a 
whole tongue is more than her small 
family can eat. As to the cooking, 
you'll find with your first trial that 
it is no trick at all. Nor will you find 
it difficult to use a whole one for the 
left-over tongue is always in demand 
for sandwiches, jellied dishes or cream- 
ed combinations to be served in patty 
shells or croustades. 

Cook Whole Tongue. 

Buy a whole tongue, beef, pork, or 
lamb, according to the size family you 
wish to serve. If you buy a fresh 
tongue, tover it with boiling salted 
water and allow it to simmer until the 
skin begins to curl away from the 
meat. If you want to serve it hot, re- 
move the tongue from the water and 
take off the skin before serving, but 
if you are —_ to use it cold allow 
it to cool in the broth. Smoked tongue 
is prepared’in the same manner only 
no salt is added to the _—s water. 
Many people like to add a few bay 
leaves and some whole cloves to the 
cooking water for added flavor. 

Sliced cold tongue or cold tongue 
sandwiches are great favorites but if 
you wish a more elaborate way in 
which to use left-over tongue, there 
are many recipes from which you may 
choose. Here are a few choice ones 
Cold Tongue With Fresh Asparagus. 

0 ongue 

Cold sliced: tongue, 2 medium 

bunches asparagus, 1- 


toast triangles, radishes, parsley. 

Wash asparagus and prepare for 
cooking. until tender in boiling 
salted water. . Drain. Place egg yolks, 
lemon juice and one-third of butter in 
top of double boiler.

Place two sliced onions in a frying 
pan with two tablespoons of lard and 
fry till brown. Add left-over tongue 
cut into® small .pieces; one-fourth 
pound of rice, boiled; two ounces 
grated cheese; with salt and cayenne 
pepper. Cook until cheese is melted 
and serve while hot. 

Jellied Tongue in Aspic. 
One beef tongue, 2 tablespoons gela- 


spoons temon juice, 2 cups hot meat 
stock, carrot, cooked; beet, cooked; 
parsley, salt, pepper. 

Cover tongue with water and sim- 
mer until tender. Let it cool in its 
own liquor. Run a skewer ugh 
the tip of tongue and fleshy part so 
that it will keep in shape. . When 
cool, remove the skewer, remove the 
skin and hard parts, and season, 
Soak gelatine in cold water for five 
minutes. Add lemon juice, salt and 
pepper, and hot meat etock. Stir until 
gelatine is dissolved. Strain through 
cheesecloth. Place a round pan in 
ice water, cover the bottom with gela- 
tine mixture, and when firm decorate 
with cooked carrots, beets cut in fancy 
shapes, and parsley. Cover with gela- 
tine, adding it carefully so as not to 
disarrange the vegetables. When this 
layer is firm, put in tongue and er 
ually add the remaining mixture.
